Without venturing to _ predict 
whether the present efforts will suc- 
ceed in stirring up a general interest 
in these vital matters, it is certain 
that this initiative merits particular 
attention.

As 
the result of the fluctuations with 
the successive predominance of in- 
terests which are opposed or are in- 
coherent, there has sprung up in 
each cquntry a network of laws, 
tariffs, barriers, which sometimes 
are against the producer and some-

Among the more general of the 
provisions it proposes that no per- 
ison under the age of 13 may be em- 
ployed in any capacity, unless law- 
fully employed when the bill comes 
into operation. 

Persons under the age of 16 may 
not be employed for more than 38 
hours a week or eight hours in a day. 

Persons between 16 and 18 years of 
age may not be employed for more 
than 48 hours a week or nine hours 
in a day. 

On one day in the week, persons 


‘under 18 years of age may not be 


employed after 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and such persons may not be 
employed at all on Sundays. 

The bill also prescribes special 
ages for employment in coal mines, 
on the sea, in agriculture, and for 
painting with lead paint and other 
occupations considered dangerous.

NORWICH, Eng.—An insistent ar- 
gument in the discussion of the coal 
problem and poverty of the miners 
by the Independent Labor Party con- 
ference was that only under national 
ownership and control can this in- 
dustry be effectively reorganized. 
For this reason, consideration imme- 
diately to measures of amelioration 
designed to improve working condi- 
tions under the present ownership 
were deprecated on the ground that 
they are impracticable without na- 
tionalization. 

This afforded further proof of the 
difference in outlook of the Inde- 
pendent Labor Party, and the Labor 
Party, which has adopted, in co- 
operation with the Miners’ Federa- 
tion, a series of proposals for the 
unification-and reorganization of co- 
operative sales agencies and so on 
to be pressed on the Government anid 
mine owners. 

Measures for Relief 

A somewhat different view was 
expressed, however, by Emanuel 
Shinwell, Secretary of Mines in the 
late Government, who urged that 
measures to relieve distress in the 
coal fields take precedence at present 
over nationalization. He advocated 
Government regulation of the export 
trade to raise prices, so as to provide 
revenue for better working condi- 
tions. ; 

While agreeing,that the six-hour 
day was an economic proposition he 
suggested that the next Labor Gov- 
ernment should not take the risk of 
associating it with the inception of 
the first great nationalization experi- 
ment. In any event, he declared, 
large finamwial help from the state 
would be necessary. to restore the 
coal industry. When the Labor Party 
recently adopted the surtax as part 
of its financial policy it was justified 
on the ground that conditions did not 
now favor the operation of a capital 
levy. Freedom was also claimed for 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to allo- 
cate the proceeds of the surtax as be-

TIndorsement Seen as Rally- 
ing Ground Against Smith 
—Hoover Shows Gains

WASHINGTON—There is a pause 
in the vociferous claim that “Al. 
Smith is sweeping everything, North 
and South, East and West.” An echo, 
of the 1924 convention and a re- 
minder that the Democratic Party 
is not ready to surrender absolutely | 
to the New York Governor, are to be 
found in the letter which William | 
G. McAdoo has written to John B. EI- | 
liott of Los Angeles, Calif., emphas- | 
izing the presidential qualifications | 
of Thomas J. Walsh (D.), Senator 
from Montana. 

The letter is intended to rally 
Democrats who do not like the idea 
of Smith for President, but have | 
been wandering, helpless, against 
the methods of the well organized 
Smith group. 

“With Walsh in the White House,” | 
Mr. McAdoo declared, “a just man. 
an able man, a courageous man, an 
intellectual man, a great man and 
a sober man will lead the people of 
the United States into a new era of 
prosperity and law obedience. Funda- 
mental Democrytic: principles will 
operate again for the benefit of all 
classes and all creeds and all races, 
and the best traditions of Jefferson, | 
Jackson, Cleveland and Wilson wil! 
find new expression and new power.’ | 

Dryness Emphasized 

Mr. Walsh is a dry, politically and 
personally. On this point, Mr. Me- 
Adoo says: “Walsh is dry and Walsh 
is sober. He practices what he 
preaches. He is no hypocrite. He 
indulges in no cant and his life is a° 
daily vindication of his high virtues. 
If he was elected President of the! 
United States he would demonstrate | 
that the Eighteenth Amendment can 
be enforced, because he would en- 
force it. He would neither nullity 
the Constitution nor submit to nulli- | 
fications. | 

“The salutary influences of the 
vigorous Administration he would | 
give to the country would have an 
immeasurably beneficial effect in the | 


suppression of crime and in the res- | 
toration of that respect for law’ 
Which is vital to the perpetuity of 
Democratic institutions.” 

Mr. McAdoo calls attention to the | 
fact that Mr. Walsh, who it is now | 
reported will contest for the Massa- 
chusetts vote against Governor 
Smith, had a large part in framing 
and has consistently supported both 
the Nineteenth and the Eighteenth 
Amendments. 

He makes a point of the close con- 
nection between President Wilson | 
and Senator Walsh. “With almost | 
every conspicuous measure of the | 
Wilson Administration Walsh is’ 
identified,” he declared, going on to | 
enumerate them. 3 

Farmers’ Friend | 

Mr. Walsh is favorably situated | 
for an appeal to the western agri- 
cultural vote, as he has been the 
farmers’ friend. “As President he 
would bring his great gifts to bear 
on ‘the problem of farm relief and 
solve it to the satisfaction of agricul- 
ture,” says Mr. McAdoo. 

He should be equally acceptable | 
to labor. “It was Walsh who secured | 
exemption of farm and labor organ- | 
izations from the unjust provisions of | 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act.” Mr. |

business, as exemplified by his 
staunch support of the Federal Re- 
serve Act and other economic 
measures.” 

Referring to the oil scandals Mr. 
McAdoo says Mr. Walsh “hag expose 
corruption in public life with un- 
erring skill and undaunted courage. 
He personifies the issue and wil! 
transiate it into victory if permitted 
to lead.”

Vocational Edueation Lead- 
ers of 10 Midwestern States 
Join in Conference

DES MOINES, Ia.—The American 
farmer of tomorrow will be an effi- 
cient business executive, if teaching 
methods discussed at the North Cen- 
tral Vocational Education Leaders’ 
Conference at Des Moines become 
prevalent. The conference was called 
by the Federal Board of Vocational 


Education, and was attended by state 


directors, state supervisors and 
members of teacher training staffs in 
agricultural educational institutions 
from 10 mid-West states. 

Teachers of agriculture are now 
‘being drilled in such commercial sub- 
jects as farm management, Market- 
ing, accounting, costs, insurance, 
banking and co-operative marketing. 
Edueational leaders pointed out that 
several agricultural colleges in the 
north central region are also giv- 
ing more training in the mechanical 
and engineering phases of agricul- 
ture. 
| The conference criticized “hack-to- 
| the-farm” movements. Indications 
were seen that America dlready has 
a sufficient number of acres, if not 
too many, under the plow, for some 
_time to come. Better farmers must 
'be made of those now tilling the 
| soil, that they may better understand 
their problems, it was held. 
| An agriculturist cannot expect to 
attain success who Is not willing to 
'study extensively and use every op- 
portunity to obtain helpful informa- 
tion, according to Dr. C. H. Lane of 
Washington, D. C. 

Opportunities for obtaining this 
important Knowledge are available 
in every state, and the farmer who 
is successful usually is of the type 
who takes advantage of courses in 
evening schools that are being con- 
ducted by teachers of vocational agri- 
culture, it was pointed out. 

Boys who take vocational work in 
agriculture will wear an insigne dis- 
tinctive of their work according to 
tentative plans. There is also to be 
an expansion of the club idea for 
vocational education boys, the or- 
ganization to be known as the Future 
Farmers of America. 

Sentiment expressed by several of 
the conference speakers strongly fa- 
vored the passage of the George- 
Reed bill which will, if passed by

PARIS—A remarkable, story of 
French colonial development in Mo- | 
rocco has been communicated to the 
press recently. In a corner of this | 
Protectorate inclosed in the triangle | 


formed by the. three towns of 
Marakesh,. Mogador and Agadir, an 
area of some 512 square miles, a con- 
federation of tribes going by the 
name of Fda-ou-Tanane, have 6ub- 
mitted to the French authorities, 
agreeing from now on to accept the 
French administration. 

The Ida-ou-Tanane have been par- | 
ticularly independent tribes, hitherto 
alwavs refusing admission to anyone 
to enter their country. Owing to) 
the fact that they inhabit the land be- 
tween the Tensift and Sus Rivers 
and border along the important trade | 
routes of Morocco-Mogador and 
Mogador-Agadir, it has long been a) 
matter of concern to the French that | 
these tribes were not more friendly. 
Attempts have apparently been made | 
to induce the French Resident-Gen- | 
eral of the Protectorate, Theodore 
Steeg, to use military forces to sub- 
due the Ida-ou-Tanane. He has, how- | 
ever, consistently refused, believine 
that they could be won Over with 
pacific Means. 

After several months of difficult 
negotiations the Ida-ou-Tanane tribes 
have agreed to come within the 
French orbit. attracted presumably 
in part by the French offers of de- 
veloping the country. France is now 
encouraging the cultivation of 
wheat. barley and maize in Tunis, 
Algeria and in Morocco. And parts of 
the Ida-ou-Tanane country are well. 
snited. with the help of irrigation. 
for the sowing of these grains.*

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EDUCATIONA 


Word Choice, Si rommar Taboos 
ON eeded to Enrich Daily S peech 


By 8. A. LEONARD 


1 JARIOUS writers in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor have shown 
concern about suppcsed assaults 

of dangerous radicals upon the pur- 


ity of the English language. Few 
subjects arouse so much heat nowa- 
days. And certainly gefenders of 
excellence in language against all 


that is slipshod, fumbling, and really 
crude or vulgar are most heartily to 
be commended. Undoubtedly the de- 
sire to make language more fine and 
expressive, which actuates the ear- 
nest teacher of English and the pur- 
ist in general, is a most laudable 
sort of crusading zeal. 

An important question to ask, 
however, is: What intelligence in- 
forms this zeal? It is a curious but 
easily verified fact that defenders of 
the English language spend almost 
all their energy on disputes over 
points of merely conventional form— 
the question whether one should say 
“none is” or “none are,” “wondered 
if” or “wondered whether,” “It is IL” 
or “It is.me,” and the like. 

Of course, the fact that these 
questions are concerned with small 
differences in sound does not mean 
that they are negligible points. The 
difference between “you was” and 
“you were,” which was not even 
recognized two centuries ago, has 
now become a positive shibboleth of 
cultivation, and whoever says “you 
was” is now set down unhesitatingly 
as an illiterate person, or at best as 
erratic. | 

Matters of form do frequently 
make a great difference. Mere effi- 
ciency is not a sufficient test of good 
English. It is perfectly and immedi- 
ately efficient, if one wants a baked 
potato at the table, to reach over and 
spear it with a fork, But it isn’t done 
by cultivated pedple. Matters of 
form in language are quite similar 
to that. Whether we Say ‘“‘you was” 
or “you were” ig not ‘a matter of 
clarity or efficiency. In fact, it would 
really add to clearness if we had a 
separate singular and plural form in 
the second person; hence the south- 
ern “you-ail” and_ the _ illiterate 
“vouse.”’ But most of us get along 
somehow with “you were” because it 
is the only cultivated form in the 
place and station to which we like 
to think we are. es 

What Is Language Authority? 

The most notable thing about those 
earnest guardians of the English 
language who. dictate and dispute 
about correct forms is the gurious 
way in which they decide what is 
right.. In medieval disputations, no 


such questions as whether air occu- 
pies space or has weight was set- 
tiled by observation or experiment 
‘The very thought of such a proce- 
dure wae anathema in a quite literal 
‘pense, as many daring experimenters 
‘discovered. All questiong of natural 
science, as of doctrine, were settled 
arbitrarily by the appeal to author- 
ity. Unfortunately the authorities— 
chiefly Aristotle, himself a great ob- 
server and experimenter—had flour- 
ished before the time of really ade- 
quate apparatus and techniques for 
finding out many things. 

The mere appeal to authority has 
been given up in the natural sciences 


in favor of more valid means of find-. 


ing out; but the application of 
trained; scientific observation to mat- 
ters of language is still regarded 
as radical, erratic, and dangerous by 
the guardians of the purity of the 
language. hey still have their 
authorities—the authors of hand- 
books, the lists of thousands of 
words often mispronounced, the 
grammars, and the rhetorics. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the authors of 
these guides either flourished before 
the day of scientific observation of 
language by such accurate means as 
phonetic notation and _ historical 
ecbholarship; or else they are, like 
the medieval scribe, faithful if some- 
what erratic copyists of the first un- 
earned authorities. The genesis and 
genealogy of grammars and rheto- 
rics, from the days of the first re- 
forming grammarians and Scotch 
and Irish rhetoricians in the eigh- 
teenth century, is entertaining, but 
it is not a history of scientific study. 
It is a process of the spreading of 
ignorant half-observation, personal 
prejudices, and mistaken ideas, de- 
rived from an inadequate knowledge 
of other languages and applied with 
great positiveness to English. 
Ideas of Usage Chance 

Hence the fact that “proven” was 
a good Scottish word made it very 
distasteful to the Scottish rhetorician 
Campbell, who wanted to speak and 
write like an Oxford-or London 
gentleman; and so it has been 
written down in every rhetoric book 
as wrong or illiterate.

The fact that Latin always took 
ithe nominative case after sum made 
sthe eighteenth century grammarians 
ideclare with absolute conviction that 
‘only “I” might be used after the verb 
“am.” The fact that there was no 
‘such form or rule in Old English and 
‘French, which formed the structural 
models for our early Modern English, 

ant nothing whatever to these 
gvammarians. Still less were thev 
comcerned with the facts of normal, 
cultivated speech about them. Their 
rufie is still stated in most grammars 
anil handbooks published in this 
country, although it has long been 
discredited in English schools, and 
even the College Entrance Board in 
thts country has declared that “It is 
me’’ is not illiterate. This does not 
mean that “It is I” is incorrect, but 
only that it is very different in 
formal tone. Moreover, the fact that 
“Iteis me” is in cultivated use tells us 
nothing whatever about “It is her” 
or “It wasn’t us.” Each expression 
simply is or isn’t in good use, and 
onty that fact, not any logical theory 
about what the fact should be, is sig- 
nificant. But differences like that are 
beyond the observation of the schol- 
astics. They must have a sharp line 
on tthe right of which are immacu- 
lately white expressions, and beyond 
which there is an enormous sooty 
area of illiteracy and linguistic per- 
ditian. 

As has been suggested above, there 
are certain forms which nowadays 
are wonsidered crude. It is the busi- 
nessi of schools and schoolmasters to 
know what these forms are, and to 
help pupils who wish to become per- 
sonsiof education to avoid them. But 
this jlist of positive illiteracies is sur- 
prisingly small. Less than 36 errors 
conmrise all the indubitable type 
examples of grammatical error.

rather be upon the choice of telling 
words and transparent, forceful sen- 
tence structures than upon purely 
conventional forms. That gain in 
power of excellent expression is to 
be secured chiefly through multifari- 
ous interests and in effective proc- 
esses of thought is a consideration 
too often overlooked. 

Dr. Lounsbury was fond of saying 
that a language is never any better 
than those whe speak it. There is 
no question that where thought is 
slovenly and ideas meager, speech 
will be of like quality. In so far as 
we develop an educational system 
which makes for keen interest in 
ideas and a general tightening-up of 
thought processes, we. shall come 
ever closer to the ideal of better 
spoken and written expression in 
English. To that, and not to arbi- 
trary and too often erroneous ideas 
about what is “correct” and “incor- 
rect” in the forms or order of words, 
it will richly pay us to direct atten- 
tion.

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Teachers Helped tor Two Years 


HE “Wisconsin Plan” for help- 
ing teachers in the field has now 
been in satisfactory operation 

for some six months, says Prof. A. S. 

Barr, who is in general charge of the 

state supervisory service bureau. A 

dozen school systems in the State of 

Wisconsin have been visited since 

fall under the new supervisory s2rv- 

ice bureau. This service is based upon 
requests made by former students 
of the state university. Henceforth, 
students who take teacher training 
courses in the Univerity of Wiscon- 
sin will not be forgotten after gradu- 
ation, but will continue their train- 
ing in service for two years under 
plans by the state university divi- 
sions of the institute for the training 
of teachers. Included in the plan, 
besides the personal visits of bureau 
officials, is a correspondence service 
whereby teachers, principals, and 
superintendents may receive aid in 
solving school problems by mail, and 


‘a bulletin service dealing with spe- 


cific teaching problems. 


“Supervisoys are not inspectors,” 
says T. L. Torgerson, in charge of 
the administration of the service bu- 
reau. “They are teacher helpers. 
No evaluation of teachers is made 
in the visits to schools which our

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graduates request. The supervisor 
who makes the visit is a specialist 
both in teacher training and in the 
subject which the teacher teaches. 
He merely spends the day with the 
teacher, and through consultation or 
demonstration seeks to offer what- 
ever suggestions fit the case.” 

It is noted that pi vufesaivual schools 
such as those of engineering and law 
have already recognized the fact that 
training institutions do not graduate 
fully quipped and trained persons. 
In Germany there is alread’ a long- 
established custom of supervising 
teachers during their first two years 
of teaching. 

It is the plan in this country for

ARE DEBATED 


Government Aid Held Un- 


necessary—Limited Divi- 
dend Projects Favored 


Outstanding achievements in bet- 
ter housing and some novel trends 
in architecture in Europe and the 
United States are being reported for 
THe CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR in 
a series of daily articles, of which 
the following is the fourteenth.

CHICAGO—How to induce capital, 
which flows so freely into the build- 
ing of skyscrapers, to turn to the 
construction of modern low-cost 
homes for the multitude of small- 
salaried workers in the big cities, is 
the heart of America’s housing prob- 
lem. : 

This is the view expressed by va- 
rious nationally known authorities 
interviewed here. Government under- 
takings are looked upon as not fitted 
to the situation in the United States. 
The American approach to the 
housing problem®seems to be rather 
along the line of stimulating private 
enterprise, observed Miss 
Addams, founder of Hull House. 

“We are more apt to do it on a 
non-governmental basis,” she said. 
“Our way. out is probably through 
corporations of a limited dividend 
type.” 

Similar Opinion 

A similar opinion was expressed 
by Dr. Richard T. Ely, eminent 
economist, and director of the In- 


stitute for Research in Land 
Economics and Public Utilities, 
which is making a national study of 
housing from its headquarters at 
Northwestern University e. 

“The government nev does 
enough,” was Dr. Ely’s comment on 
European experiments in govern- 
mental housing. The Government 
builds one house and discourages 
private people from building 10. 
Here we want to encourage private 
initiative. 

“There is no panacea, no one 
solution. But I feel that limited 
dividend companies are very helpful. 


The City Housing Corporation of-

“This project is regarded simply 
as a stepping-stone to bigger enter- 
prises, a model to direct attention to 
the best that can be done in housing 
with dividends on the investment 
limited to 6 per cent.” 

Home-owning, in contrast to rent- 
ing, must be pronioted if the Nation 
is to find a sound solution for its 
housing problems, Dr. Ely believes. 
Good citizenship, cultural develop- 
ment and much that makes for 
happy human living is stimulated by 
the sense of permanence given by 
home-owning.

GEORGIA SCHOOL 
SYSTEM TO FACE 
BROAD ANALYSIS 


State Convention to Work 
to Improve Standards 
in Lower Grades 


SpreciaL TO THE CHRISTIAN ScrENCE MONITOR 


ATLANTA, Ga.—Reorganization of 
the primary and elementary divisions 
of Georgia’s public school system is 
announced as the chief goal of the 
convention of the Georgia Education 
Association, for which 7500 delegates 
have begun assembling. 

In analyzing the State’s educa- 
tional system officials of the associa- 
tion have decided that pupils in the 
lower grades are being neglected in 
apportionments and in _ attention. 
They think, moreover, that this con- 
dition exists generally throughout 
the Nation, and speakers from north- 
ern states will be asked for their 
views on a more just distribution. 

Teachers intrusted with the in- 
struction of primary pupils, it is 
found, are more poorly paid than 
those in any other department, and 
that as a result children are being 
inadequately trained in their early 
formative years for the more difficult 
studies later on. 

Lower grade pupils in many 
schools, they find, are taught by an- 
tiquated methods, yet in those same 
same institutions the high school 
classes are likely to have modern 
plants, and competent, well-paid 


teachers, 


Delegates to the Georgia Parent- 
Teacher Congress aye considering 
this condition, and their recommen- 
dations will be passed on to* the 
Georgia Education Association for 
further study. 

The $1,000,000 school equalization 
fund, voted by the recent Georgia 
Legislature, is now being applied to 
correct just such inequalities in the 
state system, and it is hoped by those 
in charge of the convention that a 
substantial increase in salaries in 
the lower grades can be taken as the 
first corrective step.

The Gentle Critic Sees a New Comedy 


(An émpression as it might have been written in London, A. D., 1598) 


Y eaewew afternoon at the 
. Globe we were fortunate enough 
to attend the first performance 
of the pleasant comedy entitled ‘As 
You Like It” and written by Mr. 
Will Shakespeare. And altogether 
charming we found this entertain- 
ment. Mr. Shakespedre has taken his 
plot apparently from the pastoral 
romance of Mr. Thomas Lodge, the 
“Rosalynde,” which was so popular 
a few years ago. At least he has 
employed the situation of a younger 
brother deprived of his inheritance 
by an elder and winning through 
all discouragements a well-deserved 
happy fortune, including the lovely 
heroine of the story. Most of the 
scenes of the play are laid in the 
Forest of Arden, the idyllic atmos- 
phere of which Mr. Shakespeare has 
derived from our own English locale, 
but he has chosen to transfer this 
action to France, doubtless for the 
sake of imparting a heightened im- 
pression of a romantic world. 

As must be patent to all who saw 


the play, Mr. Shakespeare has suc- 
ceeded in producing an almost un- 
believable fusion of romance and 
humor. He has introduced such fig- 
ures as Corin and Silvius, reminiscent 
of the pastoral setting in classical 
literature. To them he has added 
distinctly English country people, 
like William and Audrey. The main 
characters belong to the more or 
less familiar world of French 
courtly living, while Touchstone is 
universal in his witty professional 
sallies. As the story develops the 
dramatist has, moreover, used about 
all the most promising situations of 
romance, A banished duke, living in 
Utopian contentment with his faith- 
ful companions, his more recently 
exiled daughter accompanied by her 
devoted friend (though daughter of 
, the usurper), parents and children 
reunited, contrition of all wrongdoers, 
four happy marriages as the final 
outcome—what could be more ro- 
mantic? 
Rosalind and Celia and Orlando's 
supposedly vicarious declarations of 
love: here is a perfect situation for 
romantic comedy. Through all! these 
scenes Mr. Shakespeare has never 
failed to earry off the action with a 
sure and exquisitely light touch. 

Yet we are not sure that the va- 
riety of the humor does not consti- 
tute a more brilliant feature of the 
play. Touchstone is the wittiest fool 
or jester that we have ever seen on 
the stage. As the devoted retainer 
of Rosalind and Celia he never fails 
to provide just the right note of mer- 
riment when circumstances demand. 
(We wish we might illustrate with 
a quotation or two, but doubtless the 
play will prove so popular that it 
will be printed before long, and then 
We can read the text.) And when 


of melancholy, but he utters a world 
of shrewd reflection and wisdom. 
Somewhere, we remember, he speaks 
of his wide travels and observations; 
and we recall an impressive moment 
when he says that by dressing in 
the motley guise of a jester he 
can pierce all weakness and human 
unworthiness, so as to show it in 
its true light. We do not wonder 
that Mr. Shakespeare has repre- 
sented the other characters as giv- 
ing close attention to everything 
that Jacques says. 

To all of these richly blended ele- 
ments our playwright has added an 
unusual number of songs. In fa:t, we 
do not remember hearing so many 
enchanting lyric pieces in all the 
years we have followed the theater. 


“Under the greenwood tree” sounds 
familiar, but Mr. Shakespeare with 
his unquestioned poetic genius has 
made surpassingly original verses 
out of the old theme. We were de- 
lighted also with the one which be-

back to comedy. It seems to us Sig- 
nificant that in this succession of 
historical plays he was moved to in- 
troduce more and more humorous 
characters which were quite inde- 
pendent of the main action. Now the 
humor, light or more serious as May 
be, has sloughed off the heavy 
chronicle and stands clear and con- 
fessed in its own right. We hope, 
quite frankly, that Mr. Shakespeare 
will continue in this vein. He stands 
out today as the greatest dramatist 
of the times. As Mr. Francis Meres 
has written this very year in his 
“As Platus and 
Seneca are accounted the best for 
comedy and tragedy among 
Latins, go Shakespeare among the 
English ig the most excellent in both 
kinds for the stage.” Yet it were not 
inappropriate to remark here that 
Mr. Shakespeare has given us little 
tragedy. Js it too much to expect 
that he will in the mature years 
which he now attains turn to the 
tragic Muse?

So London Begins 


I stand on the edge of a vast pit!sending the Eagles north, the in- 


in which, down through successive 
strata—bricks, tiles, black earth, 
powdered cement—lies the clay on 


which London rests. It is a deep, 
dark hole. ... I look down with awe 
at the accumulation of nearly two 
thousand years of known history 
piled, layer on layer, twenty-four feet 
above the primal mud. 

How amazing to gaze down into 
that pit where the marvellous record 
of London lies clear as layers of 
cream in a cake: Victorian, Georgian, 
Stuart, Plantagenet, Norman, Anglo- 
Saxon, and Roman, There it stops 
for there it began. Below, nothing 
but mud and ooze, hundreds of thou- 
sands of years of unrecorded time, 
century after century written in mud, 
forest after forest. ... 

A workman clambers into the pit, 
prods around with a stick, and shouts 
up to his mate: 

“Hi, Bill, here’s a bit more!” 

And pat-pat-pat on the parapet fall 
hard, encrusted fragments that look 
like flat cakes of sealing wax. I pick 
them up, knock off the caked earth, 
and find a beautiful little fragment 
of deep red pottery, one the rim of 
a delicate vase, another the rounded 
base of a little cup, and in the bot- 
tom something is written: “Fl. Ger- 
manus. F.” Just that. 

What does it mean? It means that 
I have seen the deep roots of London 
pulled up, the roots that go right 
back to Rome. “Fl. Germanus: F.” is 
the trade-mark of Flavius Germanus, 
a potter who lived in the time of the 
Caesars, and “F” stands for “Fecit,” 
meaning “Flavius Germanus made it.” 
What a message to receive in mod- 
ern London behimd a hoarding! ... 

Every week a sackful of Rome 1s 
dug up in the City of London when 
& new bank is built. Men from the 
London and the Guildhall Museums 
watch the excavations like lynxes, 
collect the little bits of red pottery, 
the coins, the bits of green and 
mauve glass, this wreckage from that 
first London; that far-flung limb of 
Rome crowning its single hill. 

As I stand there, so modern, such 
& parvenu, an omnibus ticket still 
stuck in the strap of my wrist-watch, 
I hold the cup of Flavius. What do I 
see? I see the first London and its 
colonists pegging out theircamp... . 
The second London rises from the 
smoke, a London old enough to have 
a story to tell the young men; and 
around this London they are building 
a wall. 

Gradually, as a vision in a crystal 
clears and forms out of mist, I see a 
smaller, colder Rome standing with 
its marble feet in Thames water. I 
see rows of wood and red-tiled houses 
running within the walls in straight 
lines like tents within a castrum; I 
see the marble capitals under our 
grey skies, the majestic circular 
sweep of the theater, the white gleam 
of the Forum, the gates with their 
statues, the baths at the gates, the 
long, straight streets, crowded, noisy, 
varied. I see the shaggy Britons and 
Gauls move to a side as the Roman 
troops come clattering over the 
stones, their helmets shining, swords 
at DIDS. . «. 

And the heart of this little English 
Rome, how it did beat! I imagine it 
knew the enterprising business man 
opening up new markets, the enthu- 
siastic soldier always dreaming of 


'evitable Pheenician with his galley 
‘at the docks and his shops some- 
/where in the city ... the women 
/making the best of it, always three 
‘months behind Rome in fashion: 
wives and sweethearts who had fol-

This) 
mode of diapering walls with ara-| 
besques, and stuccoing the vaults’ 
with grotto-work, was invented in| 
Damascus, but highly improved by'| 
the Moor in Morocco, to whom Sara-| 
cenic architecture owes its most! 
graceful and fanciful details. The’ 
procesg by which all this fairy | 
tracery was produced was ingen- 
iously simple. The wall in its naked 
State was divided off by lines cross- 
ing at right angles, such as artists 
use in copying a picture; over these 
were drawn a succession of inter- 
secting segments of circles. By the 
aid of these the artists could work' 
with celerity and certainty, and from| 
the mere intersection of the plain 
and curved lines arose the inter- 
minable variety of patterns and the 
general uniformity of their charac- 
ter. 

Much gilding was used in the 
stucco-work, especially of the cupo- 
las; and the interstices were deli- 
cately pencilled with brilliant colors, 
such as vermillion and lapis lazuli, 
laid on with the whites of eggs. The 
primitive colors alone were used, 
says Ford, by the Egyptians, Greeks 
and Arabs, in the early period of art; 
and they prevail in the Alhambra 
whenever the artist has been Arabic 
or Moorish. It is remarkable how 
much of their origina] brilliancy re- 
mains after the lapse of several 
centuries..- 

The lower part of the walls in the 
saloons, to the height of several feet, 
is incrusted with glazed tiles, joined 
like the plates of stucco-work, so as 
to form various patterns. On some 
of them are emblazoned the escutchr 
eons of the Moslems kings, traversed 
with a band and motto. These glazed 
tiles (azulejos in Spanish, az-zulaj 
in Arabic) are of Oriental origin; 
their coolness, cleanliness, and free- 
dom from vermin, render them ad- 
mirably fitted in sultry climates for 
paving halls and fountains, incrust- 
ing bathing-rooms, and HNning the 
walls 2f chambers.

URING these spring days, 
1) athrill with unfolding promise, 

tender nuances of color, elusive 
fragrance, and flutter and sweep of 
varicolored wings, there is delight 
in watching the movements of the 
birds as they revisit their northern 
haunts and begin to build their nests. 
One sort of bird trusts his little home 
to this branch; another, to that. One 
chooses to place his domicile under 
sheltering eaves; another folds it 
away in bosky hedges; while still 
another grounds it among reedy 
marshes. But each little worker 
builds with trust and hope and joy 
and purpose. 

In the spring men, too, start 
greater activity in building, and 
many a new home is begun; for 
home is a precious ideal toward 
which the human heart is ever turn- 
ing. The spring’s impulse in nature 
is thus exemplified in building. How 
blessed, too, if men are fashioning 
their work with trust and hope, with 
joy and purpose! One is reminded of 
Lanier’s beautiful lines, 


“As the marsh-hen secretly builds on 

the watery sod, 

Behold I will build me a nest on the 
greatness of God:... 

By so many roots as the marsh- 
grass sends in the sod 

I will heartily lay me a-hold on the 
greatness of God.” 


These lines convey much more than 
may at first seem evident. Though 
the marsh-hens build so trustfully,— 
even on the watery sod,—they build 
secretly. And why secretly, if trust- 
fully? In the Scriptures, the word; 
“secret” is often linked in this way 
with complete, high trust. “He that 
dwelleth in the secret place of the 
most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty,” sang the 
Psalmist. “In that sweet secret of 
the narrow way,” wrote Mrs. Eddy 
(Poems, p. 4) in one of her most 
cherished poems. 

Christian Science makes this all 
so clear to us! Trust in God is the 
only sure foundation; but our efforts 
must be protected from the preying, 
tearing-down, marauding elements 
of the carnal mind, from the beliefs 
of mind as inherent in matter. Chris- 
tian Science teaches that God is 
Spirit, infinite, All; hence, that the 
antipode of Spirit, which is named 
matter, cannot be substantial or real. 
Then, if we would build on the 


knowledge we gain of the eternal, | 


infinite Spirit. we must keep our 
mental dwelling high and safe and 
free from all the varied, myriad 
claims of the flesh.

ing of Spirit, instead of on belief in 
matter. 

Just what does this mean? It 
means that day by day, as we go the 
round of our tasks and pleasures and 
vocations, we are to accept as true 
thoughts of health rather than of 
disease; thoughts of life, not of 
death; of love, not of hate; of hope 
and cheer, instead of’ doubt and 
gloom. For, as Mrs. Eddy, the Dis- 
coverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, says on page 286 of “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures”: “God’s thoughts are perfect 
and eternal, are substance and Life. 
Material and temporal] thoughts are 
human, involving error, and since 
God, Spirit, is the only cause, they 
lack a divine cause.

sociation. Super-enthusiasm of nat- 
ural scientists is responsible, it is 
said, for many erroneous popular 
beliefs regarding new radio appara- 
tus. 

Television is far off, probably five 
years at least, in the best opinion of 
most radio engineers, and only then 
as a separate, distinct and costly 
apparatus and not as an attachment 
to a radio receiving set. In advising 
the public against waiting now for 
television and that it is a separate 


device, H. B. Richmond of Cambridge, 
Mass., director of the engineering 
division of the Radio Manufacturers’ | 11: 
Association, stated that erroneous |.,,°:;: 
ideas regarding new radio apparatus |, 
Were a new menace to the radio in- 
dustry. 

“Unfortunately,” said Mr: Rich- 
mond, “statements have been made 
by men high in radio which are true 
enough when discussed in engineer- 
ing circles,, where all realize the 
commercial limitations, but when 
taken up by the public at large and 
through the general press have be- 
come so emphasized that they are 
the equivalent to misstatements. 

“Television! What a wealth of ma- 
terial for the imagination. Right 
today, television, and particularly 
its simpler counterpart, telephotog- 
raphy, is in a limited way a practical . 
reality commercially and also for the) 
more experienced amateur. 

“What will tomorrow’s deve'op- | 
ments in television bring forth? Is: 
today’s radio set junk? Most em-, 
phatically not! Why? Television. is 
not an attachment to a radio set. 
It is a separate and distinct piece of | 
equipment, and elaborate and very, 
costly equipment at that. 

“Fully 10 years ago,”. Mr. Rich- | 
mond continued, “we read in the! 
daily press about the possibility of 
television being attached to the home 

telephone set, so that one might see 
the person with whom he was talk- 
ing. How many of us have television 
attachments with our telephones? It 
is perfectly practical but not com- 
mercially. Why, then, should it be 
any more practical commercially, 
with all the added intricacies of 
radio? It is evident that it is not, 
and, therefore, one is safe in assum- 
ing that his set will not be replaced 
tomorrow, or for many tomorrows, 
by one embodying television possi- 
bilities. 

“Television is new. It is something 
added. It, therefore, excites the 
imagination of all. Television and | 
telephotography are going to be rea- 
sonably practical as additional items 
of radio for which the listener may 
hope. He will have two sets instead 
of one.”

Putting the World in the Curriculum 


rr re ee 


DUCATION is one of the foundation stones 
upon which the superstructure of world 
justice and peace is to be built. The truth 

of this is at once recognized, not only by&cholars 
and teachers, but by diplomatists and treaty 
makers. Particularly significant, therefore, is 
the tendency now in progress in colleges and 
universities of the United States and elsewhere 
to offer courses intended to arouse the thinking 
of undergraduates in the major problems of 
world relationships. One of the latest institu- 
tions of learning to organize a part of_its curricu- 
lum around the idea of this larger international 
point of view is the University of Washington. 

In announcing its many courses in this par- 
‘ticular field the. university authorities declare 
that it is their purpose to interpret to the people 
of the Pacific Northwest the thought and prac- 
tice of the peoples and nations of the world in 
the light of their social, diplomatic and political 
backgrounds. The range of studies offered by 
the University of the State of Washington in 
this particular respect is a broad one, and in- 
cludes courses in the international aspects of 
law, trade, banking, sociology, statecraft, and 
so forth. 

The world vision of this university has been 


expressed in other ways over a long period of. 


time. Pan Xenia, for instance, a student foreign 
trade organization with local chapters in many 
educational institutions the world over, was 
founded on the campus of this institution. At 
the present time plans are under way for the 
erection of an international house which will 
be used as a center of the extracurricular activi- 
ties both of foreign and American students. 

As its resources increase, the university aims 
to.arrange for an exchange of students and pro- 
fessors with the educational institutions of other 
lands. Leading scholars from other countries 
will be brought to the campus to lecture on 
world issues. When conditions justify it, the 
university will co-operate with other institutions 
of learning in collective research undertakings 
in the field of international relations. Here is 
an approach to the solution of the vexing prob- 
lem of peace that should commend itself to the 
discriminate judgment of the general public. 
Treaties we must and will have. Political 
pacts and diplomatic agreements are important 
in and of themselves. Nevertheless, misunder- 
standings between peoples often persist after 
these customary contacts between nations have 
been established. It is in the dissipation of this 
misunderstanding and in the strengthening of 
these more formal processes of peace that an 
education of world dimensions becomes of use 
to each nation in particular and to mankind in 
general. i ati sitnma 


The Eastern Rail Merger 
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HE Interstate Commerce Commission, two 

years ago, asked the presidents of the east- 

ern railroads of the United States to come 
before it with a definite plan of merging, which 
the commission could either approve or deny. 
The conflict between the railroads has hinged 
largely upon whether the East shall be divided 
into four or five great railroads. If only four 
lines are to be retained, these would include 
the New York Central,-the Pennsylvania, the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Van Sweringen group, 
including the Erie and Nickel Plate lines. If 
five lines are to eventuate, the fifth would be 
built up from a number of relatively small but 
none the less powerful and important carriers, 
notably the Delaware & Hudson, the Lacka- 
wanna or the Lehigh Valley, the Wabash and 
others. 

It may readily be presumed that few rail 
executives wish to have their railroads taken 
away from them, with the resultant loss of 
prestige. It may likewise be assumed that no 
group of stockholders is willing to approve a 
merger plan which will not assure it the same 
or a greater degree of earning power for their 
company than it enjoyed as an independent 
carrier. And it may easily be appreciated that 
every large railroad is desirous of taking over 
the control of the smaller prosperous roads, but 
quite unwilling to be saddled with a line which 
either is not in a prosperous condition or would 
not fit harmoniously into its own operating and 
traffic conditions. 

Jt is to iron out the conflicting views of the 
large railways that the rail presidents have held 
numerous meetings. How near they have pro- 
gressed to a definite solution cannot, however, 
be told through any official announcements. 
The sagacious L. F. Loree of the Delaware & 
Hudson is the central figure in the negotiations, 
for he not only controls a railway which is an 
important coal carrier and represents a valuable 
gateway to New England, but he has, by pur- 
chase or negotiation, assembled several other 
roads under his banner, thus giving him a posi- 
tion where he either can “trade” or “stand pat.” 

Each railway, as represented by its exe¢u- 
tives, seeks some definite advantage to itself. 
The New York Central wants another line from 
Buffalo to New York. The Pennsylvania seeks 
a route paralleling the New York Central’s along 
Lake Erie. The Baltimore & Ohio wants an 
entrance to New York on its own rails. The Van 
Sweringens, apparently, are willing that the 
others shall have all they want so long as they 
do not stand in the way of the general merging 


of Van Sweringen properties. The fact that the 
rail executives continue to forgather regularly 
and to discuss the situation harmoniously is an 
evidence that their differing viewpoints are not 
irreconcilable. 


Senatorial Balances 


VV THILE it would be futile or captious to 
question the wisdom of the selections 

made by the governors of Ohio and 
Michigan in filling vacancies in the United 
States Senate by appointments made in strict 
compliance with: the law, the incongruity in 
both cases is at once apparent. In Ohio, a 
Democratic governor has named as the suc- 
cessor of Senator Willis, a Republican, his 
friend and personal adviser, Cyrus Locher, a 
Democrat. In Michigan, a Republican governor 
has appointed Arthur H. Vandenberg, a Re- 
publican newspaper editor, to succeed Senator 
Ferris, a Democrat. 

Both the appointees are men of high stand- 
ing and unquestioned ability and probity. They 
will, it is assumed, do credit to their states in 
the Senate. It so happens that their advent will 
not ipterrupt the political balance which 
existed before the events which led to their 
appointments. But in spite of this the fact is 
emphasized that enjoyment of the appointing 
power by a state executive in emergencies of 
this kind makes theoretically possible a 
decisive change in the political complexion of 
the upper house of Congress. 

It is interesting to inquire, therefore, what 
considerations should control when this power 
is exercised. Conditions may exist which 
prompt the election of a Democratic governor 
in a state normally Republican, or vice versa. 
Similarly the voters in a state overwhelmingly 
Republican may, for sufficient reasons, elect a 
Democrat to the United States Senate and a 
Republican to serve them as governor, or vice 
versa. But does this automatically justify 
either a Democratic or Republican executive 
in assuming that the authority granted includes 
a license to inipose upon the people whom he 
serves an appointee of his particular political 
faith as successor to one of the opposite 
political party who had been chosen by popular 
vote? 

In construing the rule of politics according 
to established precedent, it may be found that 
both the Ohio and Michigan governors are 
clearly within their defined rights. But it is 
impossible, meantime, to escape the conviction 
that there is involved in the situation a less 
easily answered question of political ethics.

Harvard’s Interest in the Movies 


connection between Ilarvard University 

and two motion picture corporations does 
not mean either that this great institution is 
about to become an annex to Hollywood or that 
it is to turn over its campus to the “shooting. of 
films.” It does mean that Harvard is entering 
earnestly into the movement to promote the 
production of educational motion pictures and 
is proposing to co-operate therewith in every 
way possible through the use of its almost un- 
limited resources. 

The thousands of motorists who daily work 
their way through the congested traffic condi- 
tions which often appear in the main avenues 
of Cambridge, Mass., need not expect to hear 
the wild whoops of bands of American Indians 
or cowboys on the Harvard campus, nor to see 
great herds of cattle grazing on the beautiful 
expanses of lawn which add materially to the 
attractiveness of such Harvard possessions as 
the Arnold Arboretum. The public will see littie 
or nothing of the film activities of this universily. 

The “production lots” are to be largely the 
laboratories of Harvard, and they are rich in the 
material needed to envisage the teaching of such 
subjects as geography, history and natural sci- 
ence. The Harvard movement appears to be 
much more encompassing than that of Yale 
University, which has confined itself to the pro- 
duction of a number of historical films which 
have proved.of great value in promoting a larger 
interest in history in the educational institutions 
in which they have been shown. Much is ex- 
pected of the co-operative work which Harvard 
has undertaken to do.

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De Lima, Statesman and Scholar 


ERE it a matter of determining those who 

among contemporary South American 

statesmen have done most to bring to 
world notice the cultural position of the south- 
ern .continent, without doubt there would be 
assigned to Dr. Manoel de Oliveira de Lima a 
place in the front rank. His lectures at Har- 
vard University, in 1915 and 1916, as visiting 
professor, disclosed his broad scholarship and 
the careful research work he has done in the 
domain of history and international law. As 
First Secretary of the Brazilian Legation in 
Washington, from 1896 to 1900, he was 
brought in touch with many who came to admire 
the man for other things besides his erudition. 
Although he is the author of various historical 
works in Portuguese, Spanish and French, how- 
ever, linguistic accomplishments are among the 
least of the cultural prerequisites which have 
accounted for this statesman’s reputation in his 
home land and abroad. 

Those who attended or read about the con- 
ferences of the Institute of Politics at Williams- 
town, Mass., in 1922, may recall Dr. de Lima’s 
pointed address on the Monroe Doctrine and his 
conception of that unwritten measure. This 
Brazilian statesman was not one who derided 
the Monroe Doctrine, but he frankly questioned 
whether it meant as much in recent days as 
when first promulgated. That, of course, is a 
matter of personal opinion. But its very elas- 
ticity set up the query in this scholar’s thought 
as to whether the edge of the instrument would 
not get dull with the passing of time and because 
of the lack of use. 

Educated at the University of Lisbon, a native 
of Pernambuco, Brazil, it was as a member of 
the College of Letters and Philosophy at the 
Portuguese institution of learning that Dr. de 
Lima laid the foundation for the work which 
later made him much sought after as lecturer 
on international affairs. He was a member of 


| the Academy of Letters of Brazil, Portugal and |

Spain. While in Washington he succeeded in 
making his own country better known by what 
he conveyed to interested individuals and audi- 
ences about the great Republic of Brazil. 

It is through the earnest endeavors of men 
like Dr. de Lima that world friendship is brought 
nearer. Brazil, at any rate, is less a terra incog- 
nita because of what this Brazilian statesman- 
scholar had to offer during his literary and diplo- 
matic career. May he not stand as an example 
of what an individual can do toward blending 
racia! characteristics and interests of countries, 
which, though separated by long distances, are 
as one when it is a question of international 
unity? 


Batter Up! 


LAY ball! once again becomes the cry of the 

followers of the great national summer 

pastime in the United States, and from 
now until the close of the World Series next 
October, the diamond game will take its place 
in the newspaper columns as of yore. Today 
finds the American League opening its official 
schedule for 1928 with Boston playing at Wash- 
ington in the only championship game of the 
day. Tomorrow will find the fourteen other 
major-league clubs also in action. “Bigger and 
better than ever” is the forecast of those who 
have been in closest touch with the preliminary 
workings of the various teams in their spring 
training which has been going on for about two 
months. 

For the first time since it was organized in 
1900, the American League opens a season 
without the presence of Byron B. Johnson at 
the helm. In his place is Ernest S. Barnard, 
former president of the Cleveland club. An- 
other important absentee from this league is 
Walter P. Johnson, famous pitcher of the Wash- 
ington club for a number of vears. Followers of 
baseball will greatly miss these two persons, as 
they have been a tremendous factor in elevat- 
ing the standard of the game, not only in their 
own individual league but throughout the 
United States, and it behooves their successors 
to continue the high standard they have set. 

Changes which have been made in the mem- 
hership of the various teams as usual lend in- 
terest to the races, and the question of the hour 
is how they will work out. So far as the Na- 
tional League is concerned, it now looks as if 
the battle for the pennant among three or four 
of the eight clubs would prove to be fully as 
exciting as any of the previous ones; while a 
large amount of the enthusiasm shown for the 
American League race will again be centered 
on the home-run batting of “Babe” Ruth and 
“Lou” Gehrig, the two New York Yankees who 
did so much to keep interest up in the race last 
vear after their team had shown that it was far 
superior to any other club in the league. 

Baseball, either professional or amateur, is a 
great outdoor game with a past seldom marred 
by any untoward action on the part of player 
or magnate. If those who now have it in charge 
uphold former ideals, it will continue to be 
respected, and the 1928 season will unquestion- 
ably take its place among the best yet held. 


Japan’s Hotel Accommodations 
HIRTY or forty managers and other officials 
of hotels on the Pacific coast are to sail 
for Japan this spring, where they will be 

the guests of the Imperial Government Railways 
of that country. In addition to meeting railway 
and steamship officials, the American hotel men 
will confer with the hotel men of Japan, for the 
object of the trip is to devise ways and means 
of stimulating American tourist travel to the 
Far East. 

Japan’s hotel accommodation is not yet nearly 
what it should be. It is inadequate to meet 
any excessive demand made upon it, such as the 
arrival af a round-the-world tourist boat or an 
event like the forthcoming enthronement of the 
Emperor -at Kyoto. The increase of hotel space 
is purely an economic question, and one that 
will be answered by the profit to be made. 

In other respects, too, the hotel situation in 
Japan can be greatly improved, and doubtless 
the Americans’ visit will work toward this end. 
A few of the hotels in Japan are open to but 
little criticism, but that statement cannot be 
made all-embracing. One of the adverse remarks 
heard from returning visitors to that country 
is concerning the hotels. It would be wise if 
all of the larger such institutions added an 
experienced American or European hotel execu- 
tive to their staffs, a man fully conversant with 
the needs, wants and whims of the American 
and European traveling public. 

Nature has been kind to Japan in the beauty 
of scenery found there. It is an ideal tourist 
country, except that man has not yet taken 
advantage of its opportunities. A study of the 
tourist situation in Japan and then a meeting 
of it similar in scope to what has been done in 
California, for instance, would treble and quad- 
ruple the numbers of Americans visiting that 
country. The. benefits, both economically and 
in increased understanding, are obvious. 


Editorial Notes 


With the world oversupplied with opium and 
other countries trying to reduce their output, 
the news that Jugoslavia is endeavoring to 
extend its acreage devoted to growth of the 
poppy to 20 per cent of the arable land in south 
Serbia is causing much concern. It is to be hoped 
that some other crop just as profitable and 
without the harmful effects of opium may be 
found to help build up Jugoslavia’s economic 
opportunities. 


When Mayor Walker of New York promised 
to save the famous cedar of Lebanon in Flush- 
ing, L. I., from destruction through real estate 
operations, he set an example to many another 
growing community. Perhaps he was influenced 
by recollections of his schoolboy days:

Wi rive Ailes WILSON waited one month after both 


the Allies and the central powers had rejected his 

first offer of mediation, before he made the second. 
According to the diplomatic correspondence of the State 
Department, much of which is now made public for the 
first time, Mr. Wilson's first peace proposal came on 
August 4, the evening of Britain’s declaration of war upon 
Germany. The second came on September 7. 

During this intervening month, the Germans had 
“walked through the French, English and Russian Armies 
as if they were paper hoops,” as Ambassador Gerard ex- 
pressed it ina dispatch from Berlin to Secretary of State 
bryan. ¢ 

“The war spirit here is extraordinary,” he reported. 
“Berlin is as calm as in time of peace. There is no con- 
fusion.” 

So certain did German victory appear that Ambassador 
Gerard actually suggested to Mr. Bryan “that considera- 
tion might now be given to the probable German demands 
after the war and their eflect on the United States. Ger- 
many will surely demand some or all of the French col- 
onies, and among these are the islands of Guadaloupe and 
Martinique in the West Indies and 1 think the island of 
Miquelon near Nova Scotia, as well as French Guiana.” 

Germany, therefore, was in a position to profit by a 
quick peace which would consolidate her gains. Whether 
or not she indirectly inspired President Wilson’s second 
peace move is not apparent from the diplomatic corre- 
spondence. However, she appeared to welcome it.

The French reply, received on the same day, was even 
more abrupt and positive in its refusal to consider a 
premature peace.

1. President Poincaré’s remark to me when I delivered 
the President's communication to him on August 6 to the 
effect that France was not the aggresser in the present war 
and could not, therefore, accept a proffer of mediation, 

® President Poincaré’s statement to me on September 2 
that France would consider the struggle to the end and - 
would not accept any terms of peace. 

4. Agreement of the Entente Powers at London not to 
make peace independently of each other. 

In view of the above facts and considering the certainty 
that a proposal for mediation would be refused by the 
Kntente Powers at present, might it not appear that Ger- 
many was making a bid for the aid and sympathy of the 
neutral powers by espouging a proposition which she knows 
to be unacceptable to the nations with whom she is at war”

Ambassador Gerard presented the mediation proposal 
to the German Government in what he desertbed as “an 
informal manner, not wishing to receive a’ refusal so 
formal as to prevent future similar offers.” After a week's 
delay, he received the following reply: 

The Imperial Chancellor is much obliged for America’s 
offer. Germany did not want war. It was forced upon her. 
Even after we shall have defeated France, we shall still 
have to face England and Russia. England, France and 
ltussia have signed a convention to make peace solely in 
mutual agreement with each other. England, that is, Mr. 
Asquith, the London Times, and English diplomatic 
officers, have on various occasions [stated]. that England 
is determined to conduct the war to the utmost and that 
she expects success be from lasting [sic] a long time. It is, 
therefore, up to the United States to get our enemies to 
make peace proposals. Germany can only accept a peace 
which promises to be a real and lasting peace and will 
protect her against any new attacks from her enemies, If 
we accepted America’s offer of mediation now, our enemies 
would interpret it as a sign of weakness and the German 
people would not understand it. For the nation which has 
been willing to make such sacrifices has a right to demand 
that there shall be guaranties of rest and security. 

Despite the fact that the German Government appeared 
to welcome peace negotiations, the positive refusals’ of 
France and Great Britain made further attempts at 
mediation hopeless. 

> > > 

They were not abandoned altogether, however. Spain 
still clung to hopes for a joint mediation with the United 
States, and the Spanish Ambassador in Washington called 
frequeniiv at the Department of State. Following one of 
is on October 5, Secretary Bryan reported: “He 
secmed quite anxious that the President should under- 
stand that they (the Spanish (;overnment) were not only 
willing, but desirous of rendering any assistance in their 
power.” 

The Pan-American Union, also, did not. abandon hope 
oO! ending hostilities without 4 long-drawn-out struggle. 
As late as October 15 it adopted the following resolution: 

In view of the awful strife now devastating cdntinental 
Europe and arousing universal sympathy, while profoundly 
disturbing the industrial and commercial interests of the 
world, the governing board of the Pan-American Union 
hereby resalves to convey to the governments of the bellig- 
erent countries an earnest expression of its hope for peace, 
as a tribute to the sentiments of fraternity which have 
inspired the meeting of the Pan-American conferences. 

Practically ‘all of the Latin-American countries were 
eager to end the struggle. Their commerce was seriously 
affected hy German and British sea raiders off their coasts, 
and they made several suggestions to the United States 
that all Ameriean countries endeavor to end the war, or 
ele to orgamze among themselves the neutralization of 
American waters. One of these notes, deseribing a conver- 
sation between the Venezuelan Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and the American Mimister in Caracas, Preston Me- 
Goodwin, is illuminating chiefly because of the views it 
expresses regarding Great Brtam. ‘The note reads: 

Sir: [ have the honor to report that Dr. Manuel Diaz 
Rodriguez, Minister for Foreign Affairs, discussed with me 
in his office this morning the attitude of Great Britain with 
reference to war now raging in Furope. He criticized the 
alleged determination of the British Government to pro- 
long the conflict, declaring that such action works a much 
Zreuter hardship upon Vene Zzuela and all other South 
countries proportionately than upon the Allies 
themselves. Dr. Diaz Rodriguez explained the purpose of 
his conversation due to an earnest desire that the 
{ nited states muke another offer of its good offices to the 
natiens at war.... The antipathy to England for the 
reason given above is quite significant and it is most bitter 
in so far as this Government is concerned.
